G.S.R. 1010. —In exercise of the powers confex-red by sub-rule (2) of rule 126 
oi the Defence qf India Rules, 1962, and clause 6 of the Sugar (Control) Order, 
1963, the Central Government hereby directs that no person shall transport, or 
offer or accept for transport, whether by road, rail or water, any sugar containing 
more than 90 per cent sucrose from any place In a State to any place outside 
that State, except under and in accordance with a permit issued in this behalf 
by that State Government or an olftcbr authorised by it: 

Provided that nothing in this Order shall apply to the transport of sugar— 

(i) other than sugar produced by vacuum pan sugar factories; or 

(ii) by a producer in pursuance of any direction issued under clause 8 

of the Sugar (Control) Order, 1963; or 

(iii) on Government account; or 

(lv) under and in accordance with military credit notes; or 

(V) forming part of ship-stores intended for bona fide consumption during 
voyage; or 

(vi) apportioned to the owner of a factory under section 5 of the Sugar 

Export Promotion Act, 1958 (30 of 1958), either through, or on behalf 
of, or by, the Indian Sugar Mills Association (Export Agency Division); 
or 

(vii) to Nepal, Bhutaxx and Sikkim from any place in the States of Bihar, 

Uttar Pradesh and West Bengal; or 

(viii) not exceeding half a kilogram in weight as sample by any sugar 
factory to its principals with headquarters In a State other than 
that in which that sugar factory is situated. 

2. The Order of the Government of India in the Ministry of Food and Agri¬ 
culture (Department of Food) No. G.S.R. 681, dated the 18th April, 1963, is hereby 
cancelled 
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
